Point Man Accused 
Of Stealing Navy

Aceused of stealing top-secret 
Radar equipment from Hunter’s 
Point Naval Drydocks where he 
was employed, Kenneth A. Gookin, 
82, of 208 Westpoint Road, Middle 
Point project, is scheduled for ar- 
raignment in Federal Court here 
on Tuesday next week. 

Gookin’s arrest and indictment 
by a Federal Grand Jury after an 
investigation by the F.BI, was 
announced Wednesday, July 25. G- 
maon expressed the belief the man, 
employed as a civilian technician 
at the yard, intended to set him- 
self up in business after the war. 
They said no espionage aspect en- 
tered the case. 

Approximately $2200 in radar 
and radio equipment taken from 
the yard has been recovered, ac- 
cording to George -V. Curtis, as- 
sistant U. S. Attorney, and inves- 
tigation of the case is continuing. 
Some of the equipment had been 
shipped to a friend in Lakeside, 
San Diego County, for safe-keep- 
ing, officials said, but the friend 
was not implicated. 

Gookin, who was being held in 
jail in lieu of .$2500 bond, went to 
work at Hunter’s Point in March 
this year, and with his wife, Vir- 
ginia, has lived at Middle Point 
since March 17,
